DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-21 are pending. 

2. Examiner took notice of remarks and terminal disclaimer made on 08/12/02. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

4. Claims 1-21 are allowed since none of prior art teach or suggest claimed 
limitations having a method for used to lift individual elements off a seed substrate and 
to place these individual elements in receptors on the new substrate, using gravitational 
forces and vibrational energy. The method that allows the transfer of devices or circuits 
fabricated on a substrate made of one type of material to a substrate made of a different 
type of material. In other word, none of prior art teach or suggest the method for 
transferring circuit elements originally supported by an original substrate to locations on 
a new substrate comprising shaping the devices and circuits as truncated cones, lifting 
them off the original substrates and depositing them onto the new substrate, followed by 
their placing into receptors on the new substrate. The new substrate preliminarily made 
receptors in a form of a truncated cone and the devices and circuits fill these receptors.
